Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With respect to claim 1 and 2, Applicant argues 
that LaGrange et al. and Downing, either alone or in combination, fail to teach a slipper extending over an entire length of the rocker foot. 
However, the claims merely recite that the slipper must be able to stretch over the rocker foot, but does not require the slipper to fit over 
the entire rocker foot. Moreover, the size of rocker feet vary greatly depending on the type of chair being used. For example, a child's 
rocking chair has a rocker foot significantly smaller than an adult rocking chair. With respect to claims 3-6, Applicant argues that the 
cited references do not teach the recite strategic placement of strips, the recited lenghths, or sewn fold fabric. However, the prior Office 
Action sets forth that these minor alterations to the teachings of LaGrange et al. in view of Downing each involve an obvious matter of 
design choice, and, therefore, are nonpatentable distinctions. With respect to claim 7, LaGrange et al. teaches a decorative trim at 
sleeve 32 (Fig. 2). With respect to claims 8 and 9, Downing teaches a ribbon on the front of the slipper capable of being tied into bow to 
secure the slipper around the rocker foot and capable of providing a decorative appearance. With respect to claim 1 0, the elastic strip 32 
of LaGrange et al. being sewn to the fabric provides the rigid connection. 
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
